On the Shore of the Western Egyp 
tian Desert 


A short description ofthe coastal 
belt of the western desert and of out 
doings therein may be of interest to 
the outside world fon two reasons: 
First, that it is a coufttry unique in 
many ways, and, second, that it has 


‘very scldom been. visited by modern 


Luropeans till. last.’ year, when the 
Senussi, at the instigation of German 
en\issagics were foolish enough to 
make fis their enemies. 

The idea which most people. have 
of a ‘desert is,. 1 think; am, endless 


, waste of sand with here and thére ‘An 


oasis of palm trees and a mirage of 
coo) water ever tantalizing the thirs- 
ty. traveller. Nor would this' be ‘a 
very bad description of the © desert 
east of Siiez. This part of the West- 
ern’ desert is,“ however, of “a ‘totally 
different character. Imagine Vast 
spaces of hard strong ground, as flat 
as the sea, covered for the most part 
with shrubby plants growing twenty 
or thirty yards~ apart, interspersed 
with innumerable white flowered asp- 
hodels. These plants and the desert 
snail appeared to: be ubiquitous—the 
latter is about an-inch in diameter, 
round and white and | have seen it 
so thick on the ground that it-looked 
as if there had. been a heavy — hail- 
storm. The Bedouins eat it, and no 
doubt it has saved many men’s lives, 
but I do ‘not recommend it except for 
the starving. The ordinary y Whit- 
stable oyster is good enough for me, 

The. flatness of the ground above 
mentioned has the effect’ of shorten- 
ing the range of vision, and we often 
found it difficult to use a helio for 
long distance, owing to the mirror be- 
ing brought below the horizon by the 
conyexity of the earth. The bird life 
is extremely interesting, especially in 
the spring and autumn, when © large 
numbers of migrants arrive on. the 
coast. The «Sfnmonest birds are the 
water wagtail and the ¢rested lark, 
There was a dapper little black and 
white bird at Sollum called, I believe, 
the western mourning chat and the 
cream-colored courser, a very local 
bird, was fairly common at-Matruh. 
I saw a pair of lesses bustards when 
driving in,a car from-Sollum to Mat- 
ruh, and there. were ravens, ¢rows 
and several of the hawk tribes. Large 
numbers of quail arrive in the spring 
and autumn, to catch theni the Arabs 
spread small nets, such as are used 
for ferreting rabbits, over the bushes 
and then drive the birds’ before 
them. They run into the bushes to 
hide and are caught in the nets, They 
are then taken out alive and ought 
by. the ubiquitous Greek trader, who 


+ puts them into crates and sends them 


to Alexandria, whence in -due course 
they find their way-to the Ritz or the 
Savoy or, at Jeast they did so before 
war put an end to the transport * of 
luxuries.

Sea Power and 
The Submarine 


Submarine Piracy Establishes a New 
Status to Be Dealt With 


Hitherto the high seas of the 
world have’ occupied the status ‘in 
international. convention. of “No 
Man's: Land.” On them _ belligerents 
could meet and fight their — battles, 


while neutral shipping was immune 
froin hostile actic nless its unneu- 
tral character imployment could 


be established or reasonably presum- 
ed. The high seas were not neutral- 
ized. Belligerents could utilize them 
freely; non-belligerents had’ to — sub- 
mit to’ visit and search by belliger- 
ents. ‘ 

The submarine, in German hands, 
has destroyed these conventions. The 
future: status of the high ‘seas’ in 
international law depends upon the 
persistence of non-persistence of the 
new condition after the war. The 
discoverey of a reply to the submar- 
ine which will reduce it to the rela- 
tive imporgance of an ordinary, war- 
ship will restore the old situation. It 
will be possible to curb and’ punish 
submarine piracy. But should it de- 
monstrate its ability to operate again- 
st merchant: vessels in time of war 
with virtual impunity the old balance 
o} naval power. will have disappeared 
and ‘a stat cof insecurity and uncer- 
tainty will’ have succeeded it. The 
ability. of a navy, handled with due 
respect to international conventions, 
to protect its own and-neutral com- 
merce will have been destroyed. The 
supremacy of the British navy on the 
high seas, whicly has rendered them 
as safe as a public highway in a civi- 
lized country: for a pedestrian, will 
lave given place to an unknown con- 
dition capable of becoming frank ter- 


orism: at the will.of nations possess- 


The war cannot, therefore: be al- 
lowed to end until international con- 
trol.of the high seas has been re-es- 
tablished. Neutrals everywhere are 
being forced to recognize the> truth 
which President Wilson definitely 
stated: That the powet of the sub- 
marine and the policy © pursued — by 
Germany in its use have created a 
state of war between the latter and 
every nation with ships sailing the 
seas. Ne declaration of war 1s re- 
quired from them, Germany's. war 
on the world’s shipping is an .incon- 
trovertible fact, whether acknowl- 
edged by.. neutral governments, or 
not. 

Failing tlie discovery of an effec- 
tual antidote to the submarine, no 
maritime nation can feel secure in 
the possession of rights formerly en- 
joyed. If Germany continues ! 
to conduct her .piratical submarine

ing 


For Bare Existence 


Returning Traveler Says. Cost of Liv- 
ing Is Much Higher There 
Than in U. 8. 


“The high cost. of living in -Ameri- 
ca Js infinitesimal when compared to 
the prices charged in Holland for the 
mere iiecessaries of life,” said Char- 
les‘ Spitz, of the Lindt Chocolate 
Company, who arrived in New York 
after spending more than. seven 
months, inthe Netherlambs 

“The poorer classes in Holland are 
struggling desperately for bare exis- 
tence,” hé said, “and in matty cases it 
has become. necessary.,for the  gov- 
ernment to step in-and give them of- 
ficial assistance. Through the past 
winter coal has been the most diffi- 
cult article to obtain. Prices rahged 
from $65 to $70 a ton and even then 
coal’ could only be purchased with 
the necessary government  distribu- 
tion cards. ‘The reason for the short- 
age is ¢xplained by the fact that only 
a small percentage of the coal which 
leaves England for Holland ever ar- 
tives at its destination. The barges 
carrying it are either seized: or sunk 
by German submarines,

Restrictions in Berlin 


One Pair of Shoes a. Year the Limit 
in Germany Now 


The German empite has food for 
cannon, food for munition factories, 
food for thought. But. plain, ordinary 
grub—that’s a different thing. So says 
Miss Alta L.’ Carter, of El Dorado, 
Kan., who has just returned. from 
Berlin. _ She stopped in Chicago to 
visit friends.. They asked her « how 
Chicago. looked. uk 

“Aren't -your restaurants “ swon- 
derfull!”.. she said, just: like: that. 

Miss Carter, who went to. Berlin’ in 
1914, and shortly after entered the 
Leipsic Conservatory of Musi® then 
told of conditions in Germany. 

“In Berlin today there is no food 
without a schine, or magistrate’s 
schine, or magistrate’s card,” “she 
said, “With your schine you estab- 
lish relations at one store. You regis- 
ter there, and cannot patronize any 
other store. 

“When I left Berlin the allowances 
were; Butter, one-eighth pound per 
weel\ spear, one-half pound each fif- 
teen days; one egg a month;> pota- 
toes; three pounds a weck; tea (made 
from leaves of lindelr trees), one one- 
eighth pound package a 
coffee, except a ghastly 
known as ‘argerto’; two 
bread per week. 

“T had to pay 90 pfennings for a 
half-pouttd pork chop, 8 marks ($2) 
for a pound of butter—two months’ 
supply; 30 pfennings each for three 
eggs—three months’ supply. 

_ “There are the same strict regula- 
tions in clothes. One is permitted two 
pairs of stockings each six months, 
three handkerchiefs each six months, 
one pair of shoes a year., No one’ is 
permitted to buy clothing, even with 
a schine, unless one turns in the old 
outfit. ‘ 

“Taxicabs are ‘permitted 
and from railway stations. 
travel is restricted. 

“On the other hand; the theatres 
run full blast. You may spend your 
money freely there. It does not cut 
into the natural resources and it helps 
elevate your morale.”
